Beef prices are down from last 


week and considerably below the 
high levels which prevailed as re- 
cently as September. One major 
food chain operating across 
the 


country has trimmed the price of 
its round roast top or bottom to 
69 cents a pound for the coming 
weekend, a reduction of 20 cents. 


1C you crave sirloin steak, you 


will find prices anywhere from 4 
to 6 cents a pound lower in many 
parts of the country. 


Generally speaking, beef prices 


are still somewhat 
higher 
than 


they were at this time last year, 
But by and large, they are closer 
to year-ago levels than they, have 
been in three months. And indica- 
tions are that they will go still 
lower in the next few weeks. 


Pork prices are down, too. 
In
